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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 - 36 are objected to due to the wording of the claims; particularly the 
number agreement with respect to specifying which particular position determining logic 
circuitry determines which particular position of the cursor upon the gauge. The 
Examiner recommends clarifying the number agreement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 - 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite due to the fact that the there seems to be a number 
agreement with respect to the first, second and third inputs of the controller and the first 
and second positions that the cursor is stopped at. For example, the claims specify that 
the "cursor second position detecting programmed logic circuitry" is configured to 
determine the "cursor first position". Thus the claims are not expressly clear. Similar 
type of wording can be found in subsequent independent and dependent claims. 
Clarification as to the wording of the claims is needed. 

The Examiner suggest that the claims be rewritten to include the limitations of the 
preamble and that the Applicant expressly link the first and second positioning of the 
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cursor to the "shot power" and "hit location" to the appropriate input determination by 
means of the controller inputs as the preamble specifies. The Examiner feels that this 
will help to render the claims to be more precise and clear. 

The Examiner further suggests that the Applicant review the alternative language 
in the claims. Specifically the limitations of "club swing/shot mode". This alternative 
language renders the claims indefinite as well. The Examiner feels that by the Applicant 
expressly stating either a "swing mode" or "shot mode", the claims will be more definite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 36 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The Examiner recommends that the claims be rewritten clarified to specify the 
number agreements between the specific inputs of the controller to the specific cursor 
position determining positions. If rewritten to clarify the claims, the claims probably will 
be allowable over the prior art of record.
